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46 NEW COVID-19 CASES BRING ALLEGANY COUNTY TOTAL TO 795

CUMBERLAND, MD - High rates of COVID-19 continue in Allegany County, with 46 new cases identified
since Wednesday. This brings the cumulative total number of cases to 795. The latest cases include a
male age 12 or under, five females and eight males in their teens, three females and six males in their
20s, two females and a male in their 30s, two females and a male in their 40s, two males in their 50s,
five females and two males in their 60s, two females and four males in their 70s, and a female and male
in their 80s.

To date, 21,090 Allegany County residents have been tested for COVID-19 and received their results. Of
those, 795 were positive and 20,295 were negative.
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
